Applicants are required to elect a single disclosed species of non-naturally occurring 
TNF-a protein as cited in claim 3 for prosecution on the merits. In response to this 
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requirement, Applicants elect the species represented by variant Yl 15T (see Fig. 8). This 
election is represented by newly added claim 1 3 : 

13. (New) The non-naturally occurring TNF-a protein according to claim 
3, wherein said protein comprises the substitution Yl 15T (SEQ ID 
NO:20). 

This election is made without traverse with the understanding that should allowable 
subject matter be found, applicant is entitled to consideration of a generic claim 
encompassing additional species, such as those disclosed in claims 1-3 and 14-16.

~ Preferred amino acids for each position, including the human TNF-a residues, are 
shown in Figure 7 (SEQ ID NOS:9-30). Thus, for example, at position 143, preferred amino 
acids are Glu, Asn, Gin, Ser, Arg, and Lys; etc. —
